The other will 
be th# advantage to the back country 
or inland cities connecting with the 
new hafter, Santa Ana, Orange, Ana­ 
heim, Fullerton, 
Corona,

San Bernardino, and Redlands. All of 
these are directly connected with New­ 
port H arter, naturally tributary to it, 
and will be greatly benefited by its 
opening to commerce. 
The building of the proposed jetties 
and the dredging of the harbor chan­ 
nel will coat hdhdreds of thousands of 
dollars, but they will directly add even 
more to the value of the 
lands sur­ 
rounding the bay. Indirectly, 
in in­ 
creasing the commerce of the inland 
cities mentioned, they will more than 
pay for their cost. 
Obviously, the expense of these im­ 
provements ought to be borne by 
kbose receiving the 
benefit, 
and in 
'proportion to the benefit received. Mr. 
Irvine la the owner of practically all 
the land surrounding the bay. 
The 
sand spit on the outer border and the 
tide lands in the bay are owned by 
other parties, and it has already beea 
shown that the coat of dredging navi­ 
gable channels in the bay is more than 
compenaated by the Increased value 
of the adjacent tide lands 
thereby 
built up and reclaimed. 
The 
dredging 
of 
the 
channels, 
therefore, will pay for itself, and the 
expense of the jetties only remains to 
be. provided for. 8ince the direct ben­ 
efit of the harbor improvements re­ 
sults to the surrounding land owned 
by Mr. Irvine, it would seem Just that 
he should contribute a goodly portion 
of the sum needed. Santa Ana is the 
city and commercial center nearest lo 
the harbor, and most vitally in teres, 
ed in its improvement, a n i 
should 
therefore be expected 
to give every 
encouragement and 
assistance 
she 
may legitimately furnish 
aa a com­ 
munity or municipality. 
Orange 
is 
nearly as much Interested. 
Anaheim 
and Fullerton come next, and Corona, 
Riverside and 8an 
Bernardino 
are 
benefited In the order named. 
The suggestion la made 
by 
Mr. 
8haw that the territory of the muni­ 
cipality of Santa Ana 
be 
extended 
down co ss to Include all of Newport 
Bay from the municipal boundaries of 
Newport Beach on the 
west 
to the 
ocean on the east of Corona Del Mar, 
and that the muncipallty so extended 
tend itself for funds to construct a 
jetty on the east aide of the harbor 
month, and for the improvement of 
the Inner harbor and the construction 
of municipal docks. 
While Orange would be nearly as 
much benefited as Santa 
Ana, 
and 
Anaheim, Fullerton, Corona, Riverside 
and San Bernardino also in lesser and 
decreasing degrees, It is probably 
practically Impossible (and legally a1- 


most certainly so), to legally unite 
any of these municipalities in this en­ 
terprise.

alone.” She might, following the ex- 
ample of Los Angeles, extend her bor­ 
ders down to, and then consolidate 
with, Newport Beach. 
But that is a 
matter of detail. Before, however, the 
city of Santa Ana and its citizens com­ 
mit themselves to any plan of action, 
the whole situation should be careful­ 
ly considered. 
In the long fight for a free barter 
for Los Angeles, the contest was be­ 
tween Bantu Monica and San Pedro. 
The city fought for San 
Pedro, on 
the ground that it waa not only the 
best natural site, but that the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company and its 
wealthy men and allies had such a 
monopoly of the lands bordering on 
Santa Monica Bay that it would be 
practically impossible 
to 
secure a 
free harbor and a competitive outlet 
for commerce at that point. This con 
sideration caused the city 
to reject 
any and all overtures on behalf of the 
Southern Pacific for the location of 
the harbor at Santa Monica, and final­ 
ly resulted in Its location at San Pe­ 
dro. Even there, the city found that 
private interests had already acquired 
and were holding a large portion of 
the inner basin and border lands of 
the harbor, it has been constantly en­ 
gaged In heavy and costly litigation, 
seeking to recover portions of these 
lands covered by voidable patents or 
leases to private parties, 
so 
as to 
make San Pedro the People’s free har­ 
bor In fact, as well as in name. 
The holdings of Mr. Irvine around 
Newport H arter are much more com­ 
plete and restrictive than those of the 
Southern Pacific 
on 
Santa 
Monica 
Bay. Fdt the city of Santa Ana to 
extend its borders down to the ocean 
surrounding the bay and iasue bonds 
for the improvement of the harbor un­ 
der present conditions, would be to 
mortgage its property and contribute 
its revenues for an enterprise largely 
for the benefit of Mr. Irvine, and but 
little for its own; for there would be 
little prospect of securing a “people’s 
harbor” while Mr. Irvine owned and 
controlled practically the entire har­ 
bor frontage. 
But Mr. Irvine is known as a very 
able, fair-mindedi straightforward bus­ 
iness man. and will, no doubt, be glad 
to cooperate with the municipality of 
Santa Ana upon a basis fair to all. It 
occurs to me that if he would convey 
the lands abutting on the west shore 
of the bay to the city of Santa Ana, 
to be used, so far as necessary, for 
municipal wharves, and the remainder 
to be sold, and the proceeds applied 
to the improvement of the harbor, re­ 
taining for himself practically the en­ 
tire east shore of the harbor, it would 
insure a free harbor, give the city of 
Santa Ana a fair interest aa a partner 
in the enterprise, and warrant its citi­ 
zens in issuing tends and taxing them­ 
selves for the joint enterprise. 
In considering this matter. It must 
be kept in mind that Mr. Irvine is the 
owner of the great Ranchos San Jba- 
quin and Lomas de Santiago, stretch­ 
ing from Newport Bay to the River­ 
side oounty line, containing some 60,- 
OOO acres of the beat arable lands in 
the county, worth about the same as 
the city of Santa Ana: and all of this 
would be greatly increased in value 
by the improvement of the harbor at 
ita lower end.
